Honey Prospects and Markets 


U. 8S. Government Report of July 15 Summarized. 


Information from Producing Areas for First Half of July.) 





Lack of rainfall, especially west of the 
Plains Area, and extremely hot weather 
over most of the country, have been ef 
fective in lessening early prospects for a 
honey flow this year. Portions of the clo 
ver and sweet clover belt have obtained a 
fairly good crop, but it appears certain 
that for the country as a whole this year’s 
production of white honey will be decid- 
edly short. Many beekeepers in the Moun 
tain States are already wondering wheth- 
er their bees will secure more than enough 
for winter stores; and in some apiaries 
even this is not likely. Perhaps the com 
mercial states which now appear to have 
the best prospects for a good crop are New 
York, Iowa, Kansas, Nebraska, Ohio, and 
Illinois, though spotted areas all over the 
country report that the bees have been 
storing actively. Amazing as it seems, con 
sidering the light export market and the 
curtailment in earlot demand during the 
past year, as the new season opens stocks 
are exceptionally light due to the success- 
ful efforts of beekeepers in selling their 
honey directly to consumers or to local 
grocers. Occasional commercial beekeep 
ers still have a large volume of old honey 
on hand, but this is rarely white honey. 
Those whose own honey has now become 
exhausted would do well to retain their 
customers by purchasing honey from oth 
ers if necessary to take eare of the calls 
for honey until their own new crop comes 
on. Prices show no improvement, except 
that the market for white sage in Cali 
fornia has advanced; and in view of the 
low level of agricultural prices generally, 
beekeepers can hardly look forward to a 
general price advance. They can consider 
themselves fortunate if price declines do 
not develop. 

CALIFORNIA—In southern California ex 
cessively hot weather has reduced the honey 
flow from wild buckwheat; local buyers active 
in white sage which is scarce; little demand 
from East or export; orange honey being held 
for higher prices; white sage sales reported all 
the way from 5c to 8¢ and water white in 


lots at 9c; orange, extra white to water white 
6%-6%c: white, mostly 6c; buckwheat, 4%e 
Imperial Valley alfalfa extra light amber, 3%c 
Beeswax draggy and weaker at 12¢ to 1l4e per 
Ib. cash. In northern part of the state star this 
tle crop prospects better; alfalfa crop light but 
good quality; few actual sales of honey; some 
inquiry; extra light amber star thistle, 4% 
5%c; light amber alfalfa, 2%-3%e 


PACIFIC NORTHWEST—East of the Cas 
eades unfavorable weather kept bees in the 
hives during June and early July; early flow 
very light; sweet clover short; some of last 
year’s crop still on hand. West of Cascades, sev 
eral weeks of rainy weather, much brood rearing 
and colonies in excellent condition; heavy flow 
from figwort and fireweed; sales of new crop 
of mixed flowers amber at 6c. 

INTERMOUNTAIN REGION—In Colorado 
beekeepers of the western slope uncertain of 
enough honey for winter stores; in the eastern 
part of the state, very hot dry weather in June 
has made the honey crop a failure, but a few 
favored locations report some surplus. In Wy 
oming, honey flow has been very poor due to 
extremely dry, hot, windy weather; very littk 
sweet clover blossomed. In Montana, dry and 
windy weather have made a very poor honey 
flow to date; very little sweet clover; colonies 
steadily growing weaker; possible large loss of 
colonies. In Idaho, windy dry weather has made 
bad conditions and bees have made little more 
than a living; prospects very discouraging. In 
Utah the weather has been very dry and hot 
and irrigation water short; bees barely making 
a living, prospects discouraging. In Nevada, 
colonies are strong, but drouthy weather has 
made bee pasture very poor and the bees may 
not gather enough surplus to carry them 
through the winter 

IN ARIZONA, the crop from mesquite has 
been poor; light amber alfalfa, 3c; extra light 
amber alfalfa, 3%4c. 

TEXAS—Mesquite yielded well only in spots 
in south-central and southwestern parts of the 
cotton may yield some surplus; repurts 
of amber extracted selling at 6c-7c; light amber 
huajillo-catsclaw in small pails, 13c. In south 
east Texas, a fair flow is on from summer flow 
ers; queen breeders are having ideal weather 
conditions, In west Texas, no crop from mes 
quite, but possible crop still from cotton and 
button willow 

PLAINS AREA—-In the Red River Valley of 
North Dakota and Minnesota, recent rains have 
put clover plants in good condition, and most 
colonies have reached storing strength, and in 
favorable locations have made steady gains; oc 
casional colonies made exceptional weight gains 
during June; ton lot sales sweet clover reported 
at 7e per lb. In South Dakota, colonies are re 
ported fairly strong in the central and south 
eastern portions of the state, but grasshoppers 
have seriously affected the flow: the northeast 
portion of the state has received an abundance 
of rain and a fine flow is on as colonies are 
strong. In Iowa, crop prospects have recently 
shown a marked improvement, some beekeep 
ers are looking forward to a crop fully up to 
that of a year ago. In Kansas and Nebraska 
hot, dry weather late in June curtailed the 
honey flow from white sweet clover and in some 
eases the plants stopped blooming even before 
coming into full blossom. Since the first of July 
rains have fallen which have brought the sweet 
clover back into bloom, and though cool, rainy 
windy weather is keeping bees in the hive part 
of the time, they are storing when they can fly 
and some are storing 100% of a normal crop. 

EAST CENTRAL AND NORTH CENTRAL 
STATES—In Michigan, Wisconsin and Minne 
sota present indications are that the white 
honey crop will be one of the poorest in years 
Occasional beekeepers in the upper part of this 
belt report a fair crop from alsike and white 
clover but in general, following the extremely 
hot weather of late June, which dried up the
